Shootings involving children 
and teenagers have been 
on the rise in recent years, 
and 2021 is no exception. 
Experts say idleness caused 
by the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic shares the blame with 
easy access fo guns and 
disoutes that too often end 
with gunfire.

FBI data backs that up. The 
agency released a report 
on Sept. 28 showing homi- 
cides in the U.S. increased 
nearly 30% in 2020, and 
homicides among people 
ages 19 and younger rose 
more than 21%.

In St. Louis, 9-year-old Caion 
Greene died in March 
when someone opened 
fire on his family's car. A

were gunned down in May.

last school year. Just weeks 
into the new school year, 
two students and a recent 
graduate have been killed. 
The school offers a soace 
for memorials to slain stu- 
dents, often helps with fu- 
neral expenses and offers 
counseling services. 

"We have gotten excep- 
tionally good at knowing 
what to do, and how to 
offer helo when a young 
oerson loses their life ... we 
have gotten really good 
at that," principal Le'Yondo 
Dunn said. 

A March report from the 
Children's Defense Fund 
found that child and teen 
shooting deaths reached 
a 19-year high in 2017 and 
have remained elevated. 
Black children and teenag- 
ers were four times more 
likely than whites to be fa- 
tally shot. 

The fund's president and 
CEO, the Rev. Starsky Wil- 
son, said a spike in gun 
sales during the pandemic 
has made things worse. 
"There are more guns avail- 
able on the street and there 
are folks with less opportu- 
nity to engage in produc- 
tive activity," Wilson said. "A 
combination of those two is 
really challenging." 

Social media also plays a 
role, experts say. A post- 
ed insulf can turn quickly 
into retaliation, said Jason 
Smith, a homicide division 
captain in Philadelphia.

"Social media makes it so 
easy to throw that disre- 
spect," Smith said. "They're 
doing It in real time." 

Dr. Lindsay Clukies, an 
emergency room doctor at 
St. Louis Children's Hospital, 
said she and her staff often 
see repeat victims. 

‘It's not uncommon that we 
see a child with a big scar 
and we say, ‘What hap- 
pened?’ and they say, ‘Oh, 
| was shot once before," 
Clukies said. 

It's so frustrating as a medi- 
cal provider because we 
obviously pride ourselves 
in taking amazing care of 
kids and saving lives and 
fixing lives, but these injuries 
are preventable," Clukies 
said. "There's nothing that 
compares fo having to fell 
Qa parent that their child 
passed away from a com- 
pletely preventable thing." 
The Justice Department 
sought to address the vio- 
lence through "Operation 
Legend," named for LeG- 
end Taliferro. His mother 
takes comfort in the fact 
that her son's death heloed 
sour a national effort that 
resulted in hundreds of ar- 
rests.

Shaquille Barbour of Phila- 
delphia was killed June 6, a 
week before his high school 
graduation — shot 13 times 
as he rode his bike home 
from a corner store. No 
arrests have been made, 
and police aren't offering a 
motive. His father, Joseoh 
Barbour, still struggles to 
hold back the anger. 

| don't think people know 
how hard it is, not to want 
to retaliate," he said. "These 
kids are on the street, and 
it feels like they're hunters. 
They brag and taunt peo- 
ole after they kill someone, 
TOO." 

Smith, the Philadelphia de- 
tective, said the shootings 
are as brutal as they are 
brazen. 

"They will empty an entire 
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magazine into someone's 
torso or their head," he 
said. "They call it walking a 
person down. They shoot a 
person and incapacitate 
them ... then walk them 
down, walk until they are 
standing over them and 
Unload their firearm into 
that individual." 

Efforts and ideas to slow 
the violence are varied. 
Wilson, of the Children's 
Defense Fund, suggest- 
ed a threefold strategy: 
Adopt new gun legislation 
to strengthen background 
checks and incentivize safe 
storage of weapons; invest 
in social services such as 
after-school programs and 
mental health support for 
young people; and create 
more economic opportu- 
nity, including summer jobs. 
Studies have shown that 
victims of violence are at 
an elevated risk of becom- 
ing violent themselves. So 
St. Louis Children's Hospital 
developed its Victims of Vi- 
olence program that seeks 
to reduce recidivism by 
pairing surviving shooting 
victims with mentors and 
offering counseling, media- 
tion and a link to social ser- 
vice agencies. 

In Philadelphia, Chief In- 
soector Frank Vanore said 
police also monitor social 
media and if they're aware 
of a feud, a team of officers 
and community leaders 
meet with those involved in 
the dispute. 

A pilot program this year at 
Philadelphia's Simon Gratz 
high will provide intensive 
services to students in dan- 
ger of becoming a victim 
— or a perpetrator — of 
gun violence. 

"We are going to have ca- 
pacity to get about 60 stu- 
dents into the program but 
with the number of students 
we've lost, the amount of 
violence and guns that 
Philadelphia is seeing, we 
know there will be more 
students who need this pro- 
gram than we can get in,"

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Cyberattacks CORT mang to most in US: Pearson/AP- NORC poll

RICHMOND, Va. (AP) 
Most Americans across par- 
ty lines have serious con- 
cerns about cyberattacks 
on U.S. computer systems 
and view China and Russia 
as major threats, according 
to a new poll. 

The poll by The Pearson In- 
stitute and The Associated 
Press-NORC Center for Pub- 
lic Affairs Research shows 
that about 9 in 10 Ameri- 
cans are at least somewhat 
concerned about hdck- 
ing that involves their per- 
sonal information, financial 
institutions, government 
agencies or certain utilities. 
About two-thirds say they 
are very or extremely con- 
cerned. 

Roughly three-quarters say 
the Chinese and Russian 
governments are major 
threats to the cybersecu- 
rity of the U.S. government, 
and at least half also see 
the Iranian government 
and non-government boa- 
ies as threatening. 

The broad consensus high- 
lights the growing impacts 
of cyberattacks in an in- 
creasingly connected 
world and could boost ef- 
forts by President Joe Biden 
and lawmakers to force 
critical industries to boost 
their cyber defenses and

both large majorities of Re- 
oublicans and Democrats" 
view as a problem, said 
David Sterrett, a senior re- 
search scientist at The AP- 
NORC Center. 

Biden has made cyber- 
security a key issue in his 
young administration and 
federal lawmakers are 
considering legislation to 
strengthen both public and 
private cyber defenses.

administration, said the poll 
shows the public is firmly 
aware of the kind of threats 
posed online that cyberse- 
curity experts have been 
stressing for years.

The explosion in the last year 
of ransomwoare, in which 
cyber criminals encrypt an 
organization's data and 


then demand payment to 
Unscramble it, has under- 
scored how gangs of extor- 
tionist hackers can disrupt 
the economy and put lives 
and livelinoods at risk. 

One of the cyber incidents 
with the greatest conse- 
quences this year was a 
ransomwoare attack in May 
on the company that owns 
the nation's largest fuel 
pipeline, which led to gas 
shortages along the East 
Coast. A few weeks later, 
a ransomware attack on 
the world’s largest meat 
processing Company dis- 
rupted production around 
the world. 

Victims of ransomware at- 
tacks have ranged from 
key U.S. agencies and For- 
tune 500 companies fo 
small entities like Leonard- 
town, Maryland, which was 
one of hundreds of organi- 
zations affected worldwide 
when software company 
Kaseya was hit by ransom- 
ware during the Forth of 
July weekend. 

"We ended up being 
very lucky but it definitely 
opened our eyes that it 
could happen to anyone,’ 
said Laschelle McKay, the 
town administrator.

Tornadoes cause damage in Oklahoma; storms rock central U. S. 


COWETA, Okla. (AP) — Se- 
vere storms brought sus- 
pected tornadoes and 
baseball-sized hail to parts 
of Oklahoma, but there 
were no reports Monday of 
deaths or injuries. 

The severe weather system 
that hit Oklahoma late Sun- 
day also brought heavy 
rain, lightning and wind to 
parts of Arkansas, Kansas, 
Missourl and Texas, and 
more stormy weather Is pre- 
dicted for later this week in 
parts of the central U.S. 
Severe weather is not un- 
usual in the Southern Plains 
in October, said Chuck 
Hodges, senior meteo- 
rologist with the National 
Weather Service in Tulsa. 
But Sunday's storm “was 
kind of more of a spring set- 
Up, he said. 

"We had unusually high 


moisture and a very, very 
strong weather system that 
came through," he said. 
Tornado warnings and re- 
ports of damage popped 
Uo across Oklahoma be- 
ginning Sunday afternoon, 
and survey crews with the 
weather service will head 
out Monday to determine 
how many — tornadoes 
struck, Hodges said. 

A possible tornado hit the 
Tulsa suburb of Coweta 
late Sunday causing  sig- 
nificant damage to a high 
school, homes and a gas 
station, news outlets re- 
ported, and Coweta Public 
Schools classes were can- 
celed Monday. 

Building damage was also 
reported in Anadarko, 
about 50 miles (80 kilome- 
ters) southwest of Oklaho- 
ma City. 


Earlier, baseball-sized hail 
shattered windows and 
dented cars in Norman, 
about 20 miles (32 kilome- 


ters) south of Oklahoma 
City. 
In Missouri, survey crews 


were headed out fo rural 
areas in the southwestern 
oart of the state to deter- 
mine if tornadoes caused 
damage that was reported 
overnight, the weather ser- 
vice said. 

Weather radar indicated 
possible tornadoes near 
Neosho and Golden City 
between 1:30 a.m. and 
about 5 a.m. Monday. 
Doug Cramer, a weath- 
er service meteorologist 
in Springfield, said there 
have been vague reports 
of damage from those ar- 
eas in Jasoer and Newton 
counties, but no reports of

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Southwest cancels hundreds more flights, denies sickout

DALLAS (AP) — Southwest 
Airlines canceled several 
hundred more flights Mon- 
day following a weekend 
of major disruptions that it 
blamed on bad weather 
and air traffic control issues. 
The company and the pr 
lots union said the cancel- 
lations were not in response 
to the airline's decision to 
mandate vaccinations. 
Southwest canceled more 
than 360 flights — 10% of its 
schedule for the day — on 
Monday, and more than 
1,000 others were delayed, 
according to the FlightA- 
ware tracking service. 
Shares of Southwest Airlines 
Co. briefly fell more than 
4% before a partial recov- 
ery; they were down 3% by 
afternoon. 

The third straight day of 
large-scale cancellations 
left thousands of passen- 
gers stranded and upset. 
"My concern is we had no 
explanation really that was,

lievable," said Brian Gesch 
of Cedar Grove, Wisconsin, 
who was traveling through

Pilots are not conducting a 
sickout or slowdown fo pro- 
test the vaccine mandate, 
according to the union, 
which said it "has not au- 
thorized, and will not con- 
done, any job action." 

The pilots association of- 
fered another explana- 


tion: It said Southwest's op- 
eration "has become brittle 
and subject to massive 
failures under the slight- 
est pressure" because of 
a lack of support from the 
company. The union com- 
plained about the “already 
strained relationship" be- 
tween it and the company. 
Airlines persuaded thou- 
sands of workers to take 
leaves of absence during 
the pandemic. Unions at 
Southwest and American 
have argued that man- 
agement was too slow to 
bring pilots back, leaving 
them short-handed. 

Alan Kasher, Southwest's 
executive vice president of 
daily operations, said the 
airline was staffed for the 
weekend but got tripped 
Up by ailr-traffic control is- 
sues and bad weather in 
Florida and couldn't recov- 
er quickly. Because of cut- 
backs during the pandem- 
ic, he noted the airline has 
fewer flights to accommo- 
date stranded passenger's. 
‘The weekend challenges 
were not a result of South- 
west employee demonstra- 
tions," said airline spokes- 
man Chris Mainz.LJ

ATLANTA (AP) — Officials in 
Georgia's most populous 
county, where election op- 
erations are already under 
review by the state, have 
fired two workers accused 
of shredding paper voter 
registration applications, 
according to a _ county

statement released Mon- 
day. 

Preliminary information. in- 
dicates that the employ- 
ees checked out batches 
of applications for pro- 
cessing. Instead of fully 
processing them, they are 
alleged to have shredded 
some of the forms, the Ful- 
ton County statement says. 


Fellow employees reported 
the alleged actions fo their 
supervisor Friday morning, 
and the two employees 
were fired that day. 

The county statement says 
the applications were re- 
ceived in the past two 
weeks. Fulton County in- 
cludes most of the city of 
Atlanta, where voters are 
set to go to the polls Nov. 
2 to elect a new mayor, 
City Council members and 
school board members. 
The deadline to register to 
vote in that election was 
Oct. 4. 

Fulton County Registration 
and Elections Director Rick 
Barron also reported the al- 
legations to the secretary 
of state's office of investi- 
gations. 

Fulton County Commission 
Chairman Robb Pitts re- 
ported the matter to Coun- 
ty District Attorney Fani Wil- 
lis for investigation. 
"Elections are the most 
important function of our 


government,” Pitts said in 
the statement. "We have 
committed to transparen- 
cy and integrity." 

The county statement does 
not say how many appli- 
cations were affected, but 
Georgia Secretary of State 
Brad Raffensperger said in 
a news release that it was 
300 applications. 
Raffensperger, a Republi- 
can who has long been a 
critic of how elections are 
run in the heavily Demo- 
cratic county, said in a 
statement that his office 
has launched an investiga- 
tion and he called on the 
U.S. Department of Justice 
to look into the county's 
elections. 

"After 20 years of docu- 
mented failure in Fulton 
County elections, Geor- 
gians are tired of waiting to 
see what the next embar- 
rassing revelation will be," 
Raffensperger said in the 
release. “The Department 
of Justice needs to take a 


long look at what Fulton 
County is doing and how 
their leadershio disenfran- 
chises Fulton voters through 
incompetence and mal- 
feasance. The voters of 
Georgia are sick of Fulton 
County's failures." 
Georgia's State Election 
Board in August appoint- 
ed a review panel to in- 
vestigate Fulfon County's 
handling of elections after 
receiving requests from Re- 
publican lawmakers who 
reoresent the county. The 
lawmakers were using a 
controversial provision of 
the state's sweeping new 
election law to trigger a 
process that could ulti- 
mately lead to a takeover 
of elections in the county. 
Any Fulton County resident 
who tries to vote in an Up- 
coming election and _ is 
found not to be registered 
will be able to vote using a 
provisional ballot, and an 
investigation will follow, the 
county statement says.)

BRUSSELS (AP) — The Euro- 
pean Union is considering 
providing a military train- 
iINg mission to Ukraine amid 
lingering tensions between 
Russia and its neighbor, of- 
ficials said Monday. 

Acting on a request from 
Ukraine for helo with "pro- 
fessional military educa- 
tion,” the EU sent a fact- 
finding mission to the coun- 
try last month. The topic will 
be discussed during a sum- 
mit Tuesday in Kyiv, the of- 
ficials said on condition of 
anonymity in accordance 
with EU practices. 

The results of the mission 
have yet to be analyzed 
in order to define how the 
27-nation bloc could best 
help. One official said the 
EU's political and secu- 
rity committee, which Is re- 
sponsible for the common 
foreign and security policy, 
will go back to the issue in 
November. 

Ukraine is locked in a bit- 
ter tug-of-war with Russia, 
which in 2014 annexed the 
Crimean Peninsula from 


Ukraine and has since been 
backing a deadly sepa- 
ratist Insurgency in east- 
ern Ukraine. This summer 
Ukraine President Volody- 
myr Zelenskyy urged closer 
tiles between his country, 
NATO and the EU. Russia is 
adamanily against Ukraine, 
a former Soviet republic, 
getting NATO membership. 
The EU has imposed eco- 
nomic sanctions against 
Russia and targeted Rus- 
sian individuals and entities 
with restrictive measures in 
response to the annexation 
of Crimea and what it calls 
the "deliberate destabiliza- 
tion of Ukraine." 

The European Council, 
which represents the na- 
tional governments of all EU 
nations, on Monday adopt- 
ed new sanctions on eight 
more individuals, including 
judges, prosecutors and se- 
curity officers. 

‘Those individuals have 
taken biased decisions in 
politically-motivated  cas- 
es, and prosecuted or op- 
pressed opponents of the Il- 
legal annexation of Crimea 
and Sevastopol,” the coun-

2 men guilty of lawyer's murder that shocked the Netherlands

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — Two men were con- 
victed Monday and sen- 
tenced to 30 years in prison 
for the murder of a Dutch 
lawyer who represented 
a witness in a high-profile 
criminal case against sus- 
pected gangland bosses, 
a slaying that shocked the 
nation and sparked calls 
for a tougher crackdown 
on organized crime. 

The lawyer, 44-year-old 
Derk Wiersum, was gunned 
down on Sept. 18, 2019, 
outside his home in Amster- 
dam by a man who then 
fled in a getaway car that 
was waiting nearby. Police 
found DNA traces of both 
defendants in the getaway 
car and other vehicles 
used in the days before the 
shooting to monitor Wier- 
sum's movements. 

"With their brutal act, the 
men have shown a com- 
plete lack of respect for 
the life of another," Amster- 
dam District Court said in 
a summary of the written 


verdicts. "Solely for money, 
they took Wiersum's life and 
inflicted immense and ir- 
reparable suffering on his 
wife, children, parents and 
other relatives." 

Prosecutors said that mobile 
phone data also showed 
that both men were in the 
area at the time of the kill- 
ing and "their involvement 
is shown in tapped conver- 
sations after the murder." 
Lawyers for both men, who 
have been identified by 
Dutch media only as Giér- 
mo B. and Moreno B. in line 
with privacy regulations, 
had called for their acquit- 
Tal. 

The court said that while it 
was unclear who fired the 
fatal shots and who drove 
the getaway car, both 
men could be convicted of 
murder because “the ac- 
tions of both suspects show 
that they were jointly out to 
kill Wiersum." 

The lawyer represented a 
witness identified only as 
Nabil B. in a high-profile 
criminal case against sus- 


pected gangland bosses 
accused of involvement in 
a string of underworld kill- 
ings. The main suspects, 
including alleged Dutch 
gangland boss Ridouvan 
Taghi, are currently on trial 
in a long-running case on 
charges including involve- 
ment in six murders and 
four attempted murders. 
Nabil B. was involved in 
one of the slayings but cut 
a deal with prosecutors to 
orovide evidence in return 
for a lighter sentence. 
While the Amsterdam court 
convicted both men as 
hired hit men in the Wier- 
sum killing, it didn't make a 
ruling On who contracted 
them to carry out the mur- 
der. 

Well-known Dutch = crime 
reporter, Peter R. de Vries, 
who was shot in Amster- 
dam on July 6 and died 
nine days later, also act- 
ed as a confidante to the 
same witness. The first pre-

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Merkel: Israel can't ‘lose sight of deal with Palestinians

JERUSALEM (AP) — German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel 
on Monday implored Isra- 
el not to "lose sight" of the 
need to establish a Palestin- 
ian state, as she wrapped 
Up a two-day farewell visit. 
Merkel's support for a two- 
state solution has been one 
of the key disagreements 
with Israel's leadership dur- 
ing her 16 years in office, 
which were characterized 
by unwavering support for 
Israel. 

Speaking at an Israeli think 
tank, Merkel welcomed the 
historic diplomatic agree- 
ments reached last year 
between Israel and four 
Arab countries - led by the 
United Arab Emirates. But 
she said the deals, known 
as the Abraham Accords, 
did not erase the need for 
Israel to reach a peace 
agreement with the Pales- 
tinians. 

"We must not lose sight of 
the right of the Palestin- 
ians to have a chance to 
live," she said. ‘Therefore 
one should under no clir- 
cumstances, even as it 
becomes more and more 
difficult because of the set- 
tlements, lose sight of the is- 
sue of a two-state solution,” 
Merkel told a panel at the 
Institute for National Secu- 
rity Studies in Tel Aviv. 
Backers of the Abraham 
Accords, which were bro- 
kered by the Trump Admin- 
istration, have praised them 
as breaking the long-stand- 
ing belief that Israel could 
not forge ties with the Arab

world before reaching an 
agreement with the Pales- 
tinians. 

Israel's new prime minister, 
Naftali Bennett, a hard-liner 
who opposes a Palestinian 
state on.

Instead, he has advocat- 
ed what he says is a more 
pragmatic approach of 
improving living conditions 
for the Palestinians as a 
way of lowering tensions. 
His government, a patch- 
work of dovish, nationalist 
and Arab parties that took 
office in June, so far has 
not announced any major 
changes tn policy. 


Merkel welcomed Ben- 


nett's intentions but said 
such an approach would 
not be enough. 

"| think that such a long-run- 
ning issue (the conflict with 
the Palestinians) will not dis- 
appear from the agenda, 
even if there are improved 
relations with neighboring 
Arab states," she said. 
Throughout Merkel's — visit, 
she was welcomed as a 
“true friend" of Israel. Her 
agenda included meet- 
ings with Israeli leaders and 
a stop at Israel's national 
Holocaust memorial, Yad 
Vashem. 

She repeatedly professed 
Germany's commitment 
to Israel's security and said 
she was confident that 
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her country's next govern- 
ment — to be determined 
in lengthy coalition talks 
following an inconclusive 
election last month — 
would take a similar stance. 
A key issue on the agenda 
was Iran's nuclear program. 
Germany was one of the 
world powers that negoti- 
ated the 2015 international 
nuclear deal with Iran. 

The deal fell apart after 
then-President Donald 
Trump, with Israel's support, 
withdrew in 2018. The Biden 
administration has been 
trying to revive that deal 
over Israeli objections. 

Israel considers Iran _ its 
greatest enemy, citing the 
country's military presence 
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in neighboring Syria and its 
support for hostile militant 
groups across the region. 
It accuses lran of trying to 
develop nuclear weapons 
— a charge lran denies — 
and believes that interna- 
tional deal did not contain 
sufficient safeguards. 

In the meantime, lran has 
marched forward with its 
nuclear activities, such as 
increased uranium enrich- 
ment - a step that can 
move it closer to building a 
bomb. 

Merkel said that disagree- 
ments among the world 
powers that negotiated the 
original deal have weak- 
ened their position and al- 
lowed Iran to buy time and 
expand Its military activities 
across the region. 

“Iran knows this, and there- 
fore we face a very serious 
situation, she said. She ac- 
knowledged that she does 
not have a solution, but 
called on key players, in- 
cluding Russia and China, 
to take a stronger public 
stance against lran. 

‘The more countries make 
it clear that they don't ac- 
cept the ambitions and ag- 
gression of lran, the better 
for the region," she said. 
Israel was formed in the 
wake of the Holocaust in 
1948 and the two countries 
only established diplomatic 
ties in 1965. But over the 
decades, those ties have 
warmed and Germany 
is one of Israel's closest 
and most important inter- 
national allies and trade 
partners.)

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Tuni- 
sia got a new government 
Monday after more than 
two months without one, 
with the new prime minister 
naming her Cabinet, which 
includes a record number 
of women. 

The ministerial appoint- 
ments announced by Prime 
Minister Najla Bouden filled 
a vacuum that had per- 
sisted since President Kais 
Saied abruptly dismissed 
his former cabinet and 
susoended parliament 11 
weeks ago, concentrating 
all executive powers. His 
critics and constitutional 


lawyers have likened his 
actions to a coup in the 
North African nation. 
Bouden, named Sept. 29 
by Saied as Tunisia's first fe- 
male prime minister, said 
during the swearing-in cer- 
emony of her new minis- 
ters that their main priority 
would be fighting corrup- 
tion. 

The new Cabinet of 24 
ministers and a secretary 
of state has an unprec- 
edented 10 women, in- 
cluding the prime minister. 
They include Leila Jaffel, 
new at the Ministry of Jus- 
tice, and Sihem Boughdiri 


Nemseya, reappointed as 
finance minister. Saied had 
oreviously promised a new 
government in July. But he 
then partially suspended 
the constitution on Sept. 22 
and gave himself the pow- 
er to rule by decree. He has 
argued that pandemic-hit 
Tunisia is in crisis and has 
described the measures 
as temporary, although he 
said Monday that they "will 
remain in force for as long 
as the peril Is real." 

Protests for and against 
Saied have attracted thou- 
sands of people in recent 
weeks.)

Number of children crossing Darien 
Gap hits record high 


BUCARAMANGA, Colom- 
bia (AP) — The number of 
minors who risked their lives 
to cross the Darien Gap, 
the inhospitable stretch of 
land that separates Colom- 
bia and Panama, reached 
a record high between 
January and September, 
UNICEF revealed Monday. 

The U.N. children's agency 
said 19,000 minors faced 
the rigors of the jungle dur- 
ing that period. At least one 
in five of the migrants who 
walked the area, which is 
filled with wild animals and 
dotted with criminals, are 
children, of which half were 
under the age of 5.

Now the qudi as a native Aruban 
milling stone is a symbol of sedentary survival that goes 
back thousands of years.

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Fortify your finances against natural disaster

Emergency preparedness 
experts recommend that 
you have a "go bag" and 
a "stay bin" for disasters: kits 
with supplies to helo you 
survive a few days if you 
have to evacuate your 
home or shelter in place. 
Preparing your finances 
for natural disasters is also 
smart. Having cash on 
hand, access to credit and 
the right insurance cov- 
erage can help you get 
through perilous times. For- 
tifving your home against 
disasters also can be a 
good investment. 

Not everyone can make 
these preparations, — of 
course. People with the 
fewest resources often suf- 
fer the brunt of disasters. 
But anything you can do to 
bolster your situation now 
could help you limit the toll. 
STASH SOME CASH 

Having cash on hand 
could help you pay for gro- 
ceries, gas, shelter and oth- 
er necessities if ATMs and 
payment systems arent 
functioning, which could 
happen if the power goes 
out or cyberattacks knock 
systems offline. 

You may need more than 
you. think, especially — if 
youre away from your 
home for more than a few 
days. Insurance consum- 
er advocate Amy Bach 
recommends keeping at 
least $2,000 in a safe place 
somewhere in your home. 
After a widespread disas- 
ter, there is often "incred- 
ible Competition" for rent- 
als and other lodging, and 
a cash deposit could help 
you secure a place fo stay, 
says Bach, executive direc- 
tor of the nonprofit United 
Policyholders. 

The currency should be in 
addition to any emergen- 
cy savings you have at the 
bank. Again, anything Is 
better than nothing. While 
financial planners typically 
recommend an emergen- 
cy fund equal to three to six 
months of expenses, even 
a couple hundred dollars 
can help you cope. 

GET SOME CREDIT 

Your insurance may have 
high deductibles or other 
limitations On your cover- 
age that require you to pay

thousands or even tens of 
thousands of dollars out of 
pocket. Earthquake and 
hurricane policies, for ex- 
ample, offen have deduct- 
ibles of 10% or more of the 
insured value. Insurers also 
may limit how much they 
pay for upgrades needed 
to meet current building 
codes or for replacing old- 
er roofs, Bach says. 

A home equity line of cred- 
it can give you access to 
a relatively inexpensive 
source of money in an 
emergency. Youll need 
to set this up long before 


disaster strikes, since lend- 
ers won't lef you borrow 
against a damaged home. 
Resist the urge to tap this 
credit for other purposes, so 
that the money Is available 
when you need it. 

An alternative if you're a 
renter or otherwise can't 
qualify for qd HELOC Is to ask 
your bank for a personal 
line of credit. Credit cards 
can also help pay the bills 
if there's enough available 
credit. Once you have $500 
orso set aside for emergen- 
cies, consider paying down 
your credit cards and aim

to use no more than 30% 
of your credit limits. Using 
even less of your credit lim- 
its would be even better, 
because it frees Ud more 
space on your cards and 
also helps to build or main- 
tain your credit scores. 

TRY TO COVER THE BIG RISKS 
Check your home's sus- 
ceptibility to various disas- 
ters at freehomerisk.com, 
a database created by 
HazardHub which sup- 
plies risk data to insurance 
companies. Each hazard 
your property might face 
is graded from A to F. The 


lower the grade, the more 
you should consider ways 
to mitigate the risk if you 
can, says HazardHub co- 
founder Bob Frady. 

That could mean buy- 
ing additional coverage. 
A typical homeowners or 
renters policy doesn't cov- 
er damage from flood s or 
earthquakes, for example, 
but such coverage can be 
ourchased separately. 
Review your policy to see 
what's covered and what's 
not. Make sure you have 
replacement coverage for 
your possessions rather than 
actual cash value cover- 
age, which pays consider- 
ably less. You'll also want at 
least 24 months of loss-of- 
use coverage, which pays 
for your living expenses 
while your home Is rebuilt, 
Bach says. Widespread di- 
sasters can cause even lon- 
ger rebuilding times. 

For example, ‘If Usually 
takes at least two years to 
rebuild after a wildfire,” she 
Says. 

PROTECT YOUR PROPERTY IF 
YOU CAN 

There's no way fo make 
your home entirely disaster- 
proof, but there are ways 
to "harden it" to reduce po- 
tential losses, Frady says. 
Frady helped start Hazard- 
Hub after a friend's home 
suffered significant unin- 
sured damage when a 
nearby river overflowed its 
banks. 

The friend didn't realize 
she lived next to a flood 
zone because she wasn't 
required by her mortgage 
lender to buy flood insur- 
ance, Frady says. 

If she'd known, she could 
have purchased the _in- 
surance and taken steps 
to protect her property, 
such as regularly changing 
the batteries in her sump 
pump, which failed, and 
keeping valuable items out 
of the basement or other 
low points in the house. 
Installing storm shutters may 
reduce losses to hurricanes 
and tornadoes, while bolt- 
ing your house to Its foun- 
dation can help it survive 
an earthquake. 

"There's power in knowing 
what the perils are, and 
that can lead you to cre- 
ate a safer location," Frady 
says.) 
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Facebook unveils new controls for kids 
using its platforms

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book, in the aftermath of 
damning testimony that its 
platforms harm children, 
will be introducing several 
features including prompt- 
ing teens to take a break 
using its photo sharing app 
Instagram, and “nudging' 
teens if they are repeated- 
ly looking at the same con- 
tent that's not conducive 
to their well-being. 

The Menlo Park, California- 
based Facebook is also 
planning to introduce new 
controls for adults of teens 
onan optional basis so that 
parents or guardians can 
supervise what their teens 
are doing online. These ini- 
tiatives come after Face- 
book announced late last 
month that it was pausing 
work on its Instagram for 
Kids project. But critics say 
the plan lacks details and 
they are skeptical that the 
new features would be ef- 
fective. 

The new controls were out- 
lined on Sunday by Nick 
Clegg, Facebook's vice 
oresident for global affairs, 
who made the rounds on 
various Sunday news shows 
including CNN's "State of 
the Union" and ABC's "This 
Week with George Stepha- 
nopoulos’' where he was 
grilled about Facebook's 
use of algorithms as well as 
its role in soreading harm- 
ful misinformation ahead of 
the Jan. 6 Capitol riots. 
"We are constantly iterat- 
ing in order to improve our

oroducts, Clegg told Dana 
Bash on "State of the Union" 
Sunday. 

"We cannot, with a wave 
of the wand, make every- 
one's life perfect. What we 
can do is improve our prod- 
ucts, so that our products 
are as safe and as enjoy- 
able fo use.” 

Clegg said that Facebook 
has invested $13 billion 
over the past few years in 
making sure to keep the 
platform safe and that the 
company has 40,000 peo- 
ple working on these issues. 
And while Clegg said that 
Facebook has done its best 
to keep harmful content 
out of its platforms, he says 
he was open for more reg- 
ulation and oversight. 

“We need greater transpar- 
ency, he told CNN's Bash. 
He noted that the systems 
that Facebook has in place 
should be held to account, 
if necessary, by regula- 
tion so that "people can 
match what our systems 
say they're supposed to do 
from what actually hap- 
pens.. 

The flurry of interviews 
came after whistleblower 
Frances Haugen, a former 
data scientist with Face- 
book, went before Con- 
gress last week to accuse 
the social media platform 
of failing to make changes 
to Instagram after internal 
research showed apparent 
harm to some teens and of 
being dishonest in its pub- 
lic fight against hate and 
misinformation. Haugen's 
accusations were support- 


ed by tens of thousands of 
pages of internal research 
documents she secretly 
copied before leaving her 
job in the company's civic 
integrity unit. 

Josh Golin, executive di- 
rector of Fairolay, a watch- 
dog for the children and 
media marketing industry, 
said that he doesn't think 
introducing controls to help 
parents supervise teens 
would be effective since 
many teens set up secret 
accounts any way. He was 
also dubious about how 
effective nudging teens 
to take a break or move 
away from harmful content 
would be. He noted Face- 
book needs to show exact- 
ly how they would imple- 
ment it and offer research 
that shows these tools are 
effective. 

"There is tremendous rea- 
son to be skeptical,” he 
said. He added that regu- 
lators need to restrict what 
Facebook does with its al- 
gorithms. 

He said he also believes 
that Facebook should can- 
cel its Instagram project for 
kids. 

When Clegg was grilled 
by both Bash and Stepha- 
nopoulos in separate inter- 
views about the use of al- 
gorithms in amplifying mis- 
information ahead of Jan. 
6 riots, he resoonded that if 
Facebook removed the al- 
gorithms people would see 
more, not less hate soeech, 
and more, not less, misinfor- 
mation. 

Clegg told both hosts that 
the algorithms serve as "gi- 
ant soam filters." 


Democratic Sen. Amy 
Klobuchar of Minnesota, 
who chairs the Senate 
Commerce  Subcommit- 


tee on Competition Policy, 
Antitrust, and Consumer 
Rights, told Bash in a sepa- 
rate interview Sunday that 
it's time to update chil- 
dren's privacy laws and 
offer more transparency in 
the use of algorithms.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — A 
climate change conter- 
ence will underscore to 
policymakers in the Middle 
East and the east Mediter- 
ranean that the switch from 
fossil fuels to renewable 
energy sources Is needed 
urgently because green- 
house gas emissions are 
helping to drive up regional 
temperatures faster than in 
many other inhabited parts 
of the world.

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Chopin portrait bought at flea market is from 19th century

WARSAW, Poland (AP) — A 
peeling portrait of Frederic 
Chopin purchased at a 
flea market in Poland hung 
modestly in a private house 
for almost three decades 
before an expert dated the 
painting to the 19th cen- 
tury, when the Polish piano 
composer lived. 

Now restored and in a gild- 
ed frame, the small paint- 
ing resides in a bank vault 
somewhere in eastern Po- 
land while ifs owners ne- 
gotiate their next steps, in- 
cluding a public exhibit. 
News of the artwork's ex- 
istence broke this week as 
Warsaw hosted the 18th 
Frederic Chopin Piano 
Competition, an interna- 
tional event known for 
launching the careers of 
world-class pianists. The 
competition runs through 
OCR. Zo. 

Nicolaus Copernicus Uni- 
versity professor Dariusz 
Markowski, the art expert 
who examined and _ re- 
stored the portrait last year, 
says it has significant his- 
toric and emotional value, 
but he refrained from es-

timating what it might sell 
for. 

The painting measures 29.5 
centimeters by 23.3 cen- 
timeters (11.5 inches by 9 
inches.) Using advanced 
methods, Markowski timed 
its creation to the mid-19th 
century based on the moa- 
terials and pigments used, 
and the extent of the age- 
ing and damage. 


But it is not now possible to 
pinpoint the exact year of 
its provenance, and it will 
be difficult to identify who 
painted it because only the 
artist's first name, Alfred, is 
oreserved, he said.

Markowski, principal of the 
Torun university's Conser- 
vation and Restoration of 
Modern Art Department. 
"We know nothing of Its his- 
tory or who it was painted 
for," he told The Associated 
Press. ‘If was in a very bad 
state, and I'm really happy 
that artwork like this can be 
saved." 

Chopin was born in 1810 in 


a manor house in Zelazowa 
Wola, a village near War- 
saw, to a Polish mother and 
a French father. He left Po- 
land at 19 to broaden his 
music education in Vienna 
and then in Paris, where he 
settled, Composing, glv- 
ing concerts and teaching 
plano. 

He died in Paris on Oct. 17, 
1849 and is buried at the 
Pere Lachaise cemetery, 
but his heart is kept at the 
Holy Cross Church in War- 
saw, where observances 
mark the anniversaries of 
his birth and death. 

An art connoisseur sootted 
the portrait that Markowski 
calls ‘a real curiosity" at a 
flea market near Lublin in 
the early 1990s. Decades 
later, a financial situation 
prompted the family to 
seek a professional ap- 
praisal, which led them to 
the university expert. 

A member of the family 
says it's "extraordinary" that 
the painting survived about 
170 years of historic turmoil 
and ended up in a flea 
market. He says the family's 
recent attention fo the por- 
trait made him study Cho- 
pin's life and music.L) 





Bing Crosby's heirs sell stake in estate to boost his work

NEW YORK (AP) — Harry 
Crosby was 19 when his fa- 
ther, Bing, died in 1977. But 
when he goes to a shop- 
ping mall or party in De- 
cember, there's a strong 
chance he'll hear his dad's 
voice singing "White Christ- 
mas. 

He and his family want to 


hear that voice more dur-

ing the other 11 months, 
a desire that led to a deal 
being announced Mon- 
day to sell an equal stake 
in the rights to Bing Crosby's 
estate to Primary Wave Mu- 
SIC. 

It's another example of 
how the sale of cata- 
log rights has become a 
booming business, with 


most involving rock artists 
who write their own music 
— Bob Dylan, Paul Simon, 
Neil Young and Stevie Nicks 
are examples. The Crosby 
deal is the most prominent 
involving a pre-rock artist 
who primarily interoreted 
songs written by others. 

The deal is estimated in ex- 
cess Of $50 million. 

A younger generation 
knows Crosby best through 
"White Christmas" and the 
duet with David Bowie 
on ‘The Littl Drummer 
Boy" made for a television 
soecial shortly before his 
death. Fewer people alive 
remember Crosby's days 
as a major recording artist 
and movie star. 

‘There were things that be- 
came absolutely top hits in 
the ‘30s and ‘40s, for a sus- 
tained period of time, and 
they just went away,’ Harry 
Crosby said. "People asso- 
ciate dad with Christmas, 
but in the '40s and '50s, they 
didn't associate him with 


Christmas. They associated 
dad with tons of things, and 
that's what | want to bring 
back.’ 

Some of his hit songs in- 
clude "Pennies From Heav- 
en, It's Been a Long, Long 
Time," "Don't Fence Me In" 
and "Accentuate the Posi- 
tive." 

Crosby won an Academy 
Award for best actor for 
playing a priest in the 1945 
film "Going My Way," and 
made seven "road" movies 
with his friend, comic Bob 
Hope. His association with 
golf is also remembered, 
as he created the first pro- 
am tournament and was 
reportedly a member of 75 
golf clubs. 

Crosby's family, which _in- 
cludes his widow and two 
of Harry's siblings, have 
been interested in a docu- 
mentary series to tell Bing's 
STOry. 

Primary Wave's first prior- 
ity is to increase Crosby's 
digital footprint, to boost his 


profile on Spotify and get 
his music added to playlists 
for a generation unfamiliar 
with it, said Larry Mestel, the 
company's founder and 
CEO. 

"We want to be in business 
and partner with the great- 
est of the greats, regardless 
of the genre, regardless of 
the era," Mestel said. Prima- 
ry Wave also works with the 
estates of Count Basie and 
Ray Charles. 

The challenge lies in infil- 
trating a new youth culture 
with the work of a mature 
artist, he said. Unlike many 
of the rock-era artists in- 
volved in such deals, Cros- 
by obviously isn't around 
to perform or promote his 
work. 

But while song publishing is 
at the heart of many such 
deals, Mestel said Primary 
Wave takes a broader look 
at ways to get an artist's 
name out there and, of 
course, make money off his 
likeness or work. ()

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Changed race, familiar result: Kenyans sweep Boston Marathon

BOSTON (AP) — With fall fo- 
liage replacing the bloom- 
ing daffodils and mylar 
blankets sharing space 
with masks, the pandemic- 
delayed Boston Marathon 
returned Monday after a 
30-month absence for a 
smaller, socially distanced 
race that ended In a very 
familiar way. 

Benson Kipruto and Diana 
Kipyogei completed a Ke- 
nyan sweep — the eighth 
since 2000 at the world's 
oldest and most prestigious 
26.2-miler, which moved 
from its traditional spring 
date for the first time in its 
125-year history because of 
the coronavirus outbreak. 
"We were injured, wound- 
ed. Now is the comeback 
story, said 2014 winner 
Meb Keflezighi, one of the 
past champions sharing 
grand marshal duties with 
hospital employees who 
worked through the pan- 
demic. "Hopefully this is an 
example that post-pan- 
demic, life is getting back 
to normal.” 

Although organizers put 
runners through COVID-19 
orotocols and asked spec- 
tators to keep their dis- 
tance, there were still siz- 
able crowds in spots from 
Hopkinton to Boston after 
an early drizzle cleared 
and temperatures rose into 
the 60s. 

Participants in the field of 
18,000 — down from more 
than 30,000 in pre-pan- 
demic days — needed to 
test negative for the coro- 
navirus or prove they were 
vaccinated before picking 
Up their bib numbers. Masks 
were required indoors in 
Boston and on the buses 
out to the start; they also 
were handed out along 
with the finishers’ medals 
and fruit on Boylston Street. 
The race also began earlier 
and with a rolling send-off 
to avoid the usual crowd- 
ing in the starting corrals

and on the course. 

None of the changes 
proved a problem for the 
Kenyans. 

"There's not a lot different 
on the course," Kipruto said. 
A winner in Prague and 
Athens who finished 10th 
in Boston in 2019, Kipruto 
broke away from the lead 
pack as it turned onto Bea- 
con Street with about three 
miles fo go and broke the 
tape in 2 hours, 9 minutes, 
51 seconds. Lemi Berhanu, 
who won the race in 2016, 
was second, 46 seconds 
back; Colin Bennie of Princ- 
eton, Massachusetts, was 
the top American, in sev- 
enin. 

Kipyogei claimed the wom- 
en's title, a gilded olive 
wreath and the $150,000 
first prize, finishing in 2:24:45 
in her major marathon de- 
but. Edna Kipligat, the 2017 
winner, was second, 23 
seconds behind. 

Marcel Hug won the men's 


wheelchair race despite 
making a wrong turn in the 
final mile, finishing the slight- 
ly detoured route just seven 
seconds off his course re- 
cord in 1:08:11. Manuela 
Schar, also from Switzer- 
land, won the women's 
wheelchair race in 1:35:21. 
Hug, who has raced Bos- 
ton eight times and has five 
victories here, cost himself 
a $50,000 course record 
bonus when he missed the 
second-to-last turn, — fol- 
lowing the lead vehicle in- 
stead of turning from Com- 
monwealth Avenue onto 
Hereford Street. 

“AT the moment I'm really 
Upset,” said Hug, who fin- 
ished second in the Chi- 
cago Marathon by | sec- 
ond on Sunday. "| hope in 
an hour, two hours, I'll feel 
more happy.’ 

Kipruto waited out an early 
breakaway by CJ Albert- 
son, who led by as many 
as two minutes at the half- 
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way point but slowed in the 
Newton Hills and fell behind 
near Boston College. Alb- 
ertson, who Is the world re- 
cord-holder in the 50K (42.2 
miles), finished 10th. 

A Fresno, California, native, 
Albertson said he tried to 
keep things interesting dur- 
ing the pandemic by bing- 
ing on Peloton classes; he 
finished atop the leader- 
board 57 times and also set 
a record by running a 2:09 
marathon on the treadmill. 
| was just bored and unmo- 
tivated, trying to find some- 
thing to do. | just made stuff 
Up, he said. "Having a race 
like Boston ... actually rac- 
ing and competing with 
the world's best in one of 
the best atmospheres there 
is TO run in — second to 
Fresno — nothing else com- 
pares. This was an amazing 
day." 

Recreational runners 
streamed across the Back 
Bay finish line into the after- 
noon, turning to the side- 
walks and pumping their 
arms to prompt the thin- 
ner crowds alongside the 
course to cheer. 

On Boylston Street, spec- 
tators lined up shoulder to 
shoulder, with few wear- 
ing masks; Boston requires 
them indoors. Some said 
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they weren't concerned 
about COVID-19 since they 
were vaccinated and out- 
side. 

A rolling start and shrunken 
field allowed for social dis- 
tancing on the course, as 
organizers tried to manage 
a changing pandemic that 
forced them to cancel the 
race last year for the first 
time since a group of Bos- 
tonians returned from the 
1896 Athens Olympics and 
decided to stage a mara- 
thon of their own. 

Since then, the race has 
persisted through World 
Wars and even the 1918 
Spanish flu pandemic. But 
it was first Dostooned, then 
canceled last year, then 
postponed from the spring 
in 2021. 

It's the first time the event 
hasn't been held in April 
as part of the Patriots' Day 
holiday that commemo- 
rates the start of the Revo- 
lutionary War. To recognize 
Indigenous Peoples Day, 
race organizers honored 
1936 and '39 winner Ellison 
‘Tarzan’ Brown and three- 
time runner-up Patti Cata- 
lano Dillon, a member of 
the Mi'kmagq tribe. 

Police were visible along 
the course as authorities 
vowed to remain vigilant 
eight years after the bomb- 
ings that killed three spec- 
tators and maimed hun- 
dreds of others on Boylston 
Street near the Back Bay 
finish line. 

A light rain greeted par- 
ticipants at the Hopkin- 
ton Green, where about 
30 uniformed members of 
the Massachusetts Nation- 
al Guard were the first to 
leave, at 6 a.m. The mens 
and women's wheelchair 
racers — some of whom 
completed the 26.2-mile 
(42.2 km) distance in Chi- 
cago a day earlier — left 
shortly after 8 a.m., fol- 
lowed by the men's and 
women's professional fields. 
"We took things for granted 
before COVID-19. It's great 
to get back to the com- 
munity and it puts things in 
perspective,’ said National 
Guard Capt. Greg Davis, 
39, who was walking with 
the military group for the 
fourth time. ‘This is a historic 
race, but today Is a historic 
day.)
